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State of Missouri — Fiscal Recovery Plan 


Executive Summary 


The American Rescue Plan Act 2021 (ARPA) established the Coronavirus State and Local Fiscal Recovery 
Funds to deliver $350 billion to state, local, territorial and Tribal governments to respond to the COVID- 
19 emergency and its economic impacts. The state of Missouri will receive funding totaling $2.7 billion 
through this program and the Coronavirus Capital Projects Fund to carry out critical projects that directly 
enable work, education, and improve healthcare outcomes. 


Through the Governor’s original recommendations, a framework was established to thoroughly vet and 
meet the following guiding principles: 


Sustainable: Limited to one-time expenditures and minimal ongoing costs. 

Long-Term Impact: Utilize this once-in-a-lifetime funding opportunity to make the most of the 
investments for the next generation to help transform communities and improve the lives of 
citizens for the long-term. 

Sizeable Impact Across the State: Ensure projects have a statewide or significant regional 
impact. 

Capacity: Examine the capacity of state agencies, contractors, and businesses to ensure they are 
able to administer the funding within the allowable timelines of ARPA. 

Programs not Projects: Limit the number of funding opportunities for single projects or 
organizations and instead provide for grant opportunities for entities to apply and compete. 
Leverage Funds through matching Funds: Maximize available funding by focusing on local and 
state efforts around shared priorities. 
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Uses of Funds 


The Governor signed the Fiscal Year 2023 budget on June 30, 2022, which includes appropriations made 
by the General Assembly of programs funded through the American Rescue Plan Act — State Fiscal 
Recovery Funds. The final budget for State Fiscal Recovery Funds allocates funding across the broad 
categories allowable under United States Department of Treasury spending guidance including: 


e $1.0 billion to address the negative economic impacts resulting from the public health emergency, 
to provide assistance to impacted industries, and to support the public health response to the 
pandemic through COVID-19 mitigation efforts, medical expenses, behavioral healthcare, and 
public health resources. 

e $682.6 million to invest in water and sewer infrastructure and broadband access statewide. 

e $840.9 million to streamline and improve government services. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH AND NEGATIVE ECONOMIC IMPACTS 


Department Financial Summary 
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The State Fiscal Recovery Fund provides Missouri with additional resources to fight the pandemic and 
support Missourians struggling with its public health and economic impacts. The final budget adopted by 
the General Assembly and signed by the Governor will ensure a strong, resilient recovery by making long- 
term investments in Missouri’s future to support long-term growth. 


The final State Fiscal Recovery Fund allocation includes $1.0 billion to support public health and to build 
upon Missouri’s economic recovery through programs administered by ten state agencies. 
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BROADBAND, WATER/WASTEWATER INFRASTRUCTURE 


Department Financial Summary 
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Development Resources 


Universal, high-speed, reliable broadband coverage is essential and the need for reliable broadband 
service was underscored during the pandemic as Missourians across the state relied on internet to 
participate in school, healthcare, and work. The US Treasury authorizes investments in broadband be 
made in areas that are currently unserved or underserved lacking a wireline connection that reliably 
delivers accessible service. 


Additionally, investments to improve access to clean drinking water and support wastewater and storm 
water infrastructure is vital to Missouri’s future. 


The budget adopted by the General Assembly and signed by the Governor allocates $682.6 million for 
investments in broadband, water, and wastewater infrastructure administered by seven state agencies 
on projects throughout Missouri. Additionally, the budget supplements State Fiscal Recovery Fund with 
$196 million Coronavirus Capital Projects Fund for the State’s broadband infrastructure program for a 
total allocation of $878 million for broadband and water/wastewater infrastructure projects. 
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REVENUE REPLACEMENT/STATE SERVICES 


Department Financial Summary 
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The United States Department of Treasury authorizes states to replace pandemic-related revenue loss 
with State Fiscal Recovery funding to provide government services. The final budget adopted by the 
General Assembly and signed by the Governor utilizes this flexibility for targeted, one-time investments 
in the way government services are delivered to citizens as well as in long-term investments in the state. 


The final budget allocates $840.9 million across 13 state agencies to improve program delivery, increase 
efficiencies, and drive investments in Missouri. 


Promoting Equitable Outcomes 


Most programs are intended to have a statewide impact and grant requirements associated with these 
programs are in the final stages of development. Some programs may include provisions to reach 
individuals, organizations, and communities disproportionately impacted by the pandemic. Grants will 
prioritize providing assistance to households that face harsh economic impacts and have been 
disproportionately underserved with advanced technological advancements, educational, and job 
opportunities vital to their communities. The pandemic impact has been most severe on these 
populations and widened the gaps which existed. Our guiding principles will provide long term impact 
that will reshape communities to reduce inequities and improve the lives of our citizens for generations. 
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Community Engagement 


The State’s allocation of ARPA — SLFRF funding was appropriated by the State Legislature through the 
State’s statutorily required legislative process. During this process, all planned appropriations are heard 
by legislative committees in public meetings prior to passage into law. Members of the public may 
testify before these committees to express opinions and present alternative plans for use of funding. 
The Governor and members of the Legislature engage with the citizens of the State, including special 
interest groups, as part of the Legislative appropriation process. As the programs are launched, the 
administrators of each program will remain engaged with the citizens of the State so that the needs of 
the most vulnerable citizens are appropriately addressed. Additionally, the state website 
https://moarpa.mo.gov/ provides continuous updates regarding available grants and how to access 
them, as well as provides a detailed overview of the State’s use of SLFR funds. 


Labor Practices 


The Final Rule encourages the use of strong labor practices, including wages at or above prevailing wage 
and use of contractors without recent violations, but the Davis Bacon federal prevailing wage rates are 
not required for projects under $10 million in cost (ARPA grant and local cost share combined). Projects 
in excess of $100,000 with respect to employment of mechanics and laborers must comply with the 
Contract Work Hours and Safety Act (29 CFR, Part 5). 


A number of federal and state laws apply to projects receiving Missouri ARPA funding. The federal 
Uniform Rule at 2 CFR Part 200 applies to all ARPA funding. This includes requirements for contractor 
procurement, acquisition of real property, and single audit requirements, among others. In the case of 
capital expenditures in particular, this includes environmental and permitting laws and regulations. 
Uniform administrative requirements regarding procurement require applicable contract clauses 
required by 2 CFR 200.327, and subrecipients must follow the procurement standards in 2 CFR 200.318 
through 200.327, including ensuring that the procurement method used for the contracts are 
appropriate based on the dollar amount and the conditions specified in 2 CFR 200.320. 


In addition to federal requirements, several state requirements also apply to projects receiving state 
ARPA funding, including state prevailing wages and engineering procurement requirements. 
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Use of Evidence 


Applicants are encouraged to use best practices and conduct program evaluations when applicable and 
as resources allow. As state agencies develop their guidance for various initiatives, they will consider if 
related research, data, and findings support the initiatives/projects and will report results in future 
Performance Reports. Output goals will be developed for each project with information on how the 
goals will be achieved and measured. Detailed programmatic data and any required performance 
measures will be included with the Project Inventory as they are developed. 


Project Inventory 


The Missouri General Assembly appropriated for multiple programs utilizing State Fiscal Recovery Funds.

The program will provide the necessary investment to encourage additional 
wireless capacity and expansion with all cellular carriers and fixed wireless broadband 
providers (i.e., "open access" towers).

Community Partnership Development and Revitalization 


The program would encourage investment strategically to revitalize communities and spur 
economic recovery and growth. The program would have a tiered funding structure based 
on community size, ensuring availability of funds for rural and urban priorities alike. This 
program would also strongly incentivize local communities to expend their own ARPA 
allocations by requiring a significant local match ranging from 50 - 75 percent. 


Eligible activities would target areas most impacted by COVID-19, including support for 
community redevelopment priorities and other local priorities not supported by alternative 
state ARPA programs. The proposed grant program should include a limitation to ensure 
larger cities do not receive all of the funding allocated.

Next Generation 911 GIS 


The Missouri 911 Service Board seeks to bring all counties up to NG911 GIS standards, and 
maintain this data in a GIS repository to improve 911 call taking and dispatching. This GIS 
data will be used to locate 911 callers and route 911 calls across a statewide and regional 
network specifically designed to transport 911 calls. This project will also assist local 
jurisdictions across the state to create and improve GIS data necessary for NG911 
implementation. This is part of an ongoing process of creating or improving GIS data, 
analyzing the GIS data against established NG911 GIS data standards, providing feedback to 
local jurisdictions on the status of their data compared to NG911 GIS standards to improve 
the data and start the process over. 


Currently, there are 19 counties in Missouri where 911 cannot locate a caller calling from a 
cellphone and 18 counties do not have the level of GIS needed to integrate into an NG911 
system. This project will allow callers to be located across the state, while also ensuring that 
Missouri is NG911-ready.

This project would provide the infrastructure required to bridge and prioritize cellular and 
radio networks around the capitol complex. This will allow smart phones and devices to talk 
directly to MOSWIN public safety radios and will also allow MOSWIN radios to talk directly to 
smart phones and devices, bridging the technologies within the capitol complex. This will 
significantly improve MOSWIN radio coverage and capacity for first responders (local, state 
and federal) in Jefferson City. Increased channel capacity will allow seamless interoperable 


communications between Jefferson City Fire/Police, Cole County Sheriff's Department, Cole 
County Ambulance Service, Missouri State Highway Patrol, MO National Guard and federal 
partners on MOSWIN that does not exist today.

Impact Construct a new state crime lab in Jefferson City to replace the existing lab located at the 
General Headquarters complex inside the Annex Building. 


The current lab is far beyond capacity and there is no space for additional equipment or 
personnel. The current lab occupies approximately 18,000 Sq. Ft. of a 41-year old building. 
The structure was designed more as an office building than a laboratory and was intended 
for 16 lab personnel when built. It now houses over 60 employees. Forensic laboratory 
operations have changed dramatically over the years and the current facility’s limitations 
hamper productivity, efficiency, and the adoption of new forensic technologies. For 
example, new drugs such as fentanyl are more dangerous to our employees and requires 
proper ventilation to maintain utmost employee safety. The new lab would be constructed 
on existing General Headquarters property.

The goal of this project is to make all DBH cottages and group home fully ADA-accessible and 
to meet ADA 2009 standards for kitchens, bedrooms, hallways, bathrooms, and doorways. 


All group homes and cottages operated by the Division of Behavioral Health (DBH) were built 
prior to revisions to the Americans with Disabilities Act enacted in 2009. DBH clients are 
increasingly older and have more co-occurring issues with mental illness and physical illness. 
Many clients are confined to wheel chairs or have other mobility restrictions and require 
accommodations to access all living areas in these homes, such as kitchens, hallways, 
bedrooms and bathrooms. As group homes and cottages are the lowest level of security in 
DBH hospitals, patients with disabilities are at times unable to move to a lower level of care 
with specific ADA accommodations, resulting in clients not being served in the least 
restrictive environment.

As nearly all programs funded with State Fiscal Recovery Funds had not been appropriated until the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 2022, many programs remain under development or are in the early stages 
of development. Establishment of performance measures and/or programmatic data will be collected 
and reported in compliance with federal rules and guidelines. 


In developing the proposed Recovery Plan, Missouri has focused on directing funds to sustainable 
programs that have or will have a track record of strong implementation and outcomes, but that lacked 
sufficient resources to meet demand and need for their services. As the Recovery plan is refined and 
implemented, Missouri will develop a plan for project selection and performance monitoring in which, 
wherever possible, provide funds to projects that are evidence-based interventions designed to achieve 
defined, measurable outcomes that materially support our communities’ recovery from the effects of 
the COVID-19 pandemic. Such evidence-based projects will: 


e Demonstrate statistically significant effects on improving relevant community outcomes based 
on evidence from well-designed and well-implemented experimental studies; or 


e Demonstrate a rationale based on high-quality research findings or positive evaluation that such 
interventions are likely to improve relevant community outcomes; and 


e Include ongoing efforts to examine the effects of such interventions. For all projects identified as 
“evidence-based” in the Public Health (Expenditure Category 1), Negative Economic Impacts 
(Expenditure Category 2), and Services to Disproportionately Impacted Communities 
(Expenditure Category 3) Categories, Missouri will specify clear project goals, evidence bases, 
and the dollar amounts of total project spending allocated towards evidence-based 
interventions. 
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
